STORAGE , RATES 


Something new in the history of 


the grgin business in Western 
Canada developed this week when 
the Albevta Pool Elevators) an- 


nounced its intention of cutting the 
storage rates for grain carried in its 
elevators by approximately one-third 
effective from August 31, 1935 to 
August 31, 1936. 

Pool Elevators will charge 1|45c 
a bushel a day for grain in store 
instead of 1/30c a bushel a day —the 
rate which has prevailed for many 
years. The new rate will apply for 
grain stored in its over 435 country 
houses as well as in its 4 terminals 
at the Pacific coast. 

Alberta Pool Elevators is a co- 
operative organization owned and 
operated by Afberta farmers. In 
that pcsition it considers it a privi- 
lege to be instrumental .in reducing 
costs in some measure to the grain 
growers in a year when crops have 
suffered severely from  drouth, hail 
and frost

HOW AN EGG IS MADE 


It has always been recognized that 
extremsly complex processes are in- 
volved in the manufacture of eggs 
by the laying hen. The ovary and 
the oviduct constitute the reproduc- 
tion tract. The yolks are formed in 
the ovary and pass through the ovi- 
albumen the shell membranes and 
the shell are built around 'the yolk.

“What do you think of the future 
of country newspapers?” 

This question was asked by Mr. 
Wright A. Patterson by a teacher of 


journalism in one of the western Un- 
ited States state universities in the 
course of a conversation in ‘which 
the successful efforts of big city 
dailies and periodicals to increase 
circulation in rural sections wae not- 
| ed, and the editorial content cf these 
| publications discussed. In answer, 
|Mr. Paitterson painted a picture of 
the future as he sees it- 

Admitting that there is a place for 
ithe small weekly newspaper — and 
‘there is, and probably nowhere more 
, decidedly so tthan on the prairies of 
| Western Canada — the important 
‘question is: How is that position to 
be maintained, improved, developed; 
‘and are our Western Canadian 
‘editors alive to the situation and en- 
deavoring to meet it? If they are, 
they will undoubtedly receive the 
public support they so well deserve. 

Both weskly newspaper publishers 
and the reading public will be inter- 
ested in Mr. Patterson's word-pic- 
ture as it is presented in a recent is- 
sue of The Publishers’ Auxiliary. 
While a bit to lengthy for complete 
reproduction in this column, excepts 
|may be given: 
| “There ‘thas been, within the last 
{quarter of a century, a radical 


;change in the peagple of the rural 
communities the people of the 
towns ana on the farms.
